NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was  72,277 — 38,213 
males  and  34,064  females  ; the  excess  of  males  existed  in  all 
parishes  but  Ashover,  Holmesfield  and  Sutton-cum-Duckman- 
ton.  The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  population  at 
the  middle  of  1919  at  74,375  for  the  purpose  of  the  birth  and 
marriage  rates,  and  at  71,397  for  that  of  the  death-rate-  The 
former  includes  all  elements  of  the  population  contributing  to 
the  birth  and  marriage  rates.  It  consists  of  the  death-rate 
population  and  all  non-civilians,  who  have  been  distributed 
over  all  districts  in  proportion  to  their  estimated  civilian 
populations. 

The  estimate  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  75,932, 
but  is  probably  an  under-estimate,  for  no  allowance  has  been 
made  for  the  overcrowding  known  to  be  general  throughout 
the  district.  The  census  of  1911  showed  that  15,101  families 
or  separate  occupiers  occupied  14,918  houses,  and  that  612 
houses  were  uninhabited  and  71  in  the  course  of  erection.  A 
survey  made  by  the  Assistant  Overseers  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  showed  15,807  occupied  and  40  unoccupied  houses,  the 
latter  being  under  or  past  repair. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. — 

The  area  is  68,986  acres,  or  more  than  106  square  miles.  It 
surrounds  the  small  urban  districts  of  Clay  Cross  and  Dron- 
field,  and  also  the  Boi’ough  of  Chesterfield  and  the  adjacent 
urban  districts  except  upon  the  west.  The  northern  part  is 
in  the  watershed  of  the  Rother,  which  rises  in  Pilsley,  and  the 
southern  in  that  of  the  Amber,  which  rises  in  Ashover,  and  its 
tributaries. 

The  district  is  very  hilly,  the  altitudes  ranging  from  1,290 
feet  at  Flask  Edge,  Holmesfield,  to  117  feet  6 inches  at  the 
point  where  the  Rother  leaves  Beighton. 
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The  geological  formation  throughout  the  greater  part  is 
clay  overlying  the  shales  and  sandstones  of  the  coal  measures, 
millstone  grit  and  carboniferous  limestone,  but  millstone  grit 
denuded  of  the  coal-measures  occurs  in  Ashover,  Brackenfield 
and  Wessington.  Past  volciinic  action  in  Ashover  is  shown  by 
the  occurrence  there  of  toadstone.  The  surface'  soil  is 
generally  shallow. 

The  district  is  served  by  three  railways  belonging  to  two 
companies  ; a short  one  between  Clay  Cross  and  Ashover  will 
be  made  shortly.  Motor  omnibuses  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
tion run  to  various  places  within  a few  miles  of  the  town  of 
Chesterfield.  The  Chesterfield  and  Stockwith  canal  runs  in  a 
northerly  direction  from  Chesterfield  ; it  was  formerly  an  im- 
portant waterway  but  is  now  disused. 

Social  Conditions. — Coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry,  and, 
with  quarrying,  gave  employment  to  55  per  cent,  of  the 
occupied  males  of  10  years  and  upwards  at  the  time  of  the  last 
census.  The  manufacture  of  iron  and  the  allied  trades  main- 
tained 11,  and  agriculture  more  than  8 per  cent. 

Vital  Statistics — The  figures  supplied  by  the  Eegistrar- 
General  included  25  births  and  3 deaths  more  than  those 
returned  by  the  local  registrars,  and  have  been  used  for  the 
purpose  of  the  rates  given  below.  The  difference  affects  the 
statistics  in  only  a trifling  degree. 

Birth  Rate. — The  births — 945  male  and  872  female — were 
below  the  average  number  and  are  equal  to  a rate  of  24.4  on 
the  estimated  population.  The  rate  compares  favourably  with 
the  18.5  of  England  and  Wales,  but  is  below  that  of  some  of 
the  neighbouring  districts.  See  Tables  I.,  II.  and  III. 

Illegitimacy, — The  rate  was  55.1  per  1000  births.  In  the 
last  four  years,  beginning  with  1915,  it  was  35,  50,  42  and  51. 
It  was  nil  in  Brackenfield,  Calow,  Coal  Aston,  Holmesfield, 
Tapton,  Wessington,  Wingerworth  and  Woodthorpe ; in 
Ashover  40,  Barlow  77,  Beighton  49,  Brimington  23,  Dronfield 
Woodhouse  160,  Eckington  68,  Hasland  76,  Heath  19,  Killa- 
marsh  40,  Morton  189,  North  Wingfield  17,  Pilsley  38,  Shirland 
and  Higham  117,  Staveley  28,  Stretton  250,  Sutton-cum-Duck- 
manton  29,  Temple  Normantim  48,  Tupton  22,  Unstone  29. 

Death  Rate. — The  deaths — .554  male  and  442  female — ex- 
ceeded the  average  number,  and  are  equal  to  a rate  of  13.81 


per  1000.  It  was  greater  than  that  of  London,  0.57  in  excess 
of  the  rural  districts  of  Derbyshire,  and  1.15  in  excess  of  the 
rate  of  the  county  as  a whole.  (It  is  noteworthy  that  the  rate 
in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county  exceeded  that  in  the  urban 
districts). 

Tables  I.  to  III.  compare  the  rate  in  various  ways,  and 
Tables  IV.  to  VI.  give  particulars  as  to  the  causes  of  death  in 
the  district  and  the  rates  and  causes  of  death  in  the  parishes 
comprised  in  it. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  rate  per  1000  births  was  113  as 
compared  with  94  in  1918,  and  an  average  of  99  in  the  previous 
five  years.  It  was  112  among  legitimate  and  137  among  illegi- 
timate children. 

The  deaths  in  the  first  week  were  33  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
against  21  in  1918,  which  can  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  premature  births  caused  by  the 
influenza  pandemic. 

The  rate  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory,  being  the 
highest  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county  except  Glossop 
Dale,  a small  district ; it  is  higher  than  those  of  Chesterfield 
and  Sheffield  and  most  of  the  urban  districts  of  the  county. 
It  is  the  more  unsatisfactory  because  it  is  largely  due  to  pre- 
ventible  causes,  the  principal  of  which  is  the  privy-midden 
system,  the  evil  of  which  was  emphasised  by  the  defective 
scavenging  throughout  the  year  due  to  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing labour  for  that  class  of  work.  See  Tables  VI.  and  VII. 

Poor-Law  Relief. — The  assessable  value  on  Lady  Day, 
1919,  was  £364,374;  the  amount  expended  on  outdoor  relief  in 
the  Poor  Law  year  ending  that  day  was  £8,479  5s.  lOd.,  equal 
to  29.73d.  per  head  of  the  estimated  population.  The  corres- 
ponding figures  in  1916,  1917  and  1918  were  £349,770,  £348,744 
and  £344,840;  £7,109,  £7,501  and  £8,126  7s.  4d.  ; 23.73d.,  25.38d. 
and  27.77d. 

Hospital  Relief. — The  Chesterfield  and  North  Derbyshire 
Royal  Hospital  is  used  by  patients  from  all  parts  of  the 
district.  The  Sheffield  hospitals  are  visited  by  many  from  the 
northern  parishes,  and  those  of  Derby  and  Nottingham  by 
those  living  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district.  Records  of 
the  domiciles  and  ailments  of  patients  are  not  kept  at  all  of 
these,  so  that  exact  information  on  these  points  is  not  avail- 
able, but  it  is  evident  that  public  institutions  are  not  used  as 
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extensively  as  in  many  other  districts  from  the  fact  that  only 
11.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  them,  as  com^ 
pared  with  44.7  in  London,  and  23.9  in  England  and  Wales. 
(See  Table  L). 

The  institutions  in  which  the  115  institution  deaths 
occurred  and  the  number  in  each  were  : Chesterfield  and  North 
Derbyshire  Royal  Hospital  33,  Chesterfield  Union  Work- 
house  32,  Mickleover  Asylum  11,  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital  10, 
other  Sheffield  hospitals  11,  Dei’byshire  Ro}'al  Infirmary 
(Derby)  4,  Nottingham  Asylum  and  Ho.spital  2,  Walton 
Sanatorium  1,  Penmore  Hosihtal  Sanatorium  2,  Penmore 
Hospital  2,  other  hospitals  7. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water. — The  accompanying  table  shows  the  number  of 
houses  in  each  parish  supplied  by  public  service  or  in  a similar 
manner  ; also  the  numbers  with  water-closets  and  fixed  baths. 

The  great  majority  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the 
Council  and  the  Chesterfield  Gas  and  Water  Board  ; a few  by 
neighbouring  authorities  ; a few  from  reservoirs  eonstructed 
by  private  enterprise  before  the  provision  of  supplies  and  from 
source  met  with  in  tunnelling  operations.  The  CorjDoration  of 
Sheffield  supplies  15  houses  in  Beighton ; Arkwright  Town  in 
Sutton-cum-Duckmanton  is  suiaplied  from  springs  in  the  neigh- 
bouring tunnel ; the  Wingerworth  estate  reservoir  supplies  31 
in  that  parish ; the  Alfreton  Urban  District  Council  supplies 
4 houses  in  Brackenfield  and  3 in  Wessington. 

The  northern  parishes  are  supplied  from  the  Barbrook 
reservoir,  where  the  water  from  the  moors  is  collected  and 
filtered  and  then  passed  on  to  Ramslej^  reservoir  where  it  is 
stored  ; some  of  the  high  points  are  supplied  direct  from  Bar- 
brook.  The  water  as  gathered  is  peaty,  usually  straw- 
coloured  but  sometimes  darker,  slightly  acid,  very  soft  and 
plumbo-solvent.  After  treatment  with  chalk  to  neutralise  the 
acidity  and  consequent  plumbo-solvency,  it  is  passed  through 
mechanical  and  afterwards  through  open  sand  filters,  from 
which  it  emerges  a water  of  the  first-class. 

The  capacities  and  catchment  areas  of  the  northern  reser- 
voirs are:  Barbrook,  77,000,000  gallons  and  1,032  acres; 
Ramsle.y,  18,000,000  gallons  and  130  acres  ; Crowhole,  32,000,000 
gallons  and  527  acres  ; Lower  Barbrook,  700  acres.  The  water 
from  the  catchment  below  Barbrook  reservoir  collected  in  the 
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Lower  Barbrook  reservoir  and  formerly  supplied  for  consump- 
tion through  Barnsley  reservoir,  is  now  allowed  to  flow  down 
the  brook.  The  water  from  the  Barnsley  gathering  ground  is 
piped  past  the  reservoir  to  the  Crowhole  brook  by  way  of 
which  it  reaches  the  reservoir.  The  water  from  these  catch- 
ments would  be  available  in  time  of  scarcity.  The  yield  of  the 
Crowhole  gathering  ground  is  not  impounded  in  the  reservoir, 
but  the  bulk  of  it  is  allowed  to  flow  past  it  through  a by-pass, 
some  is  used  for  trade  purposes.  It  is  a very  good  water  with 
little  plumbo-solvency,  and  would,  if  filtered,  be  a better  water 
than  that  of  Barbrook. 

Less  than  one-third  of  the  gathering  ground  is  used  and 
large  quantities  of  water  go  to  waste  from  even  this,  especially 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  Press  reservoirs  supply  most  of  the  southern  parishes  ; 
they  are  three  in  number  and  have  an  aggregate  capacity 
31,800,000  gallons,  and  a catchment  area  of  500  acres,  chiefly 
pasture  land.  The  water  is  of  fair  quality,  soft  and  not 
plumbo-solvent,  but  contains  a considerable  amount  of  organic 
matter,  chiefly  of  vegetable  nature,  which  will  be  removed  by 
sand  filters,  the  installation  of  which  was  asked  for  by  the 
Local  Government,  Board. 

The  Bath-house  tank  of  15,000  gallons  capacity,  fed  by  a 
constant  spring  from  the  millstone  grit,  supplies  the  village  of 
Ashover.  The  water  is  excellent  and  has  little  plumbo  sol- 
vency, but  is  limited  in  quantity.  The  hamlets  of  Alton  and 
Littlemoor  in  the  parish  of  Ashover  are  supplied  from  a tank 
of  25,000  gallons  capacity,  which  receives  the  water  of  the 
Brownhills  spring.  The  Edlestow  spring,  Ashover,  is  con- 
nected with  the  southern  system  through  the  Stretton  mains. 

The  Linacre  reservoirs  in  the  parish  of  Brampton,  from 
which  Brimington,  Hasland  and  Tapton  derive  their  supply, 
are  the  property  of  the  Chesterfield  Gas  and  Water  Board. 
They  have  an  aggregate  capacity  of  247,000,000  gallons,  or 
about  240  days  supply.  The  greater  part  of  the  water  is  upland 
surface  water  collected  on  a gathering  ground  of  1,386  acres, 
but  much  is  obtained  from  the  Whispering  Well  at  Holymoor- 
side,  artesian  wells  and  other  sources.  The  Board  obtained 
Parliamentary  powers  in  1911  to  increase  their  supply  by  works 
to  be  carried  out  on  the  course  of  the  Barbrook,  below  the 
Council’s  gathering  ground,  from  which  water  could  be  taken 
thi-ough  a tunnel  to  the  Linacre  reservoirs.  Work  was  com- 
menced but  abandoned  temporarily  owing  to  the  war. 
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An  arrangement  has  been  made  between  the  Board  and 
the  Council  by  which  the  Board  will  be  supplied  with  water 
on  a larger  scale  than  heretofore  by  a connection  of  their 
mains  made  in  Barlow. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  district  is  the  provision  of  further 
reservoirs,  for  it  would  be  unsafe  to  undertake  the  conversion 
of  privies  to  water-closets  on  the  scale  on  which  it  is  urgently 
required  until  this  is  available. 

Neighbouring  authorities  should  be  asked  to  combine  with 
the  Council  to  form  a Water  Board.  Conflicting  interests 
being  eliminated,  the  Board  would  be  able  to  improve  the 
supplies  of  all  the  Districts  with  less  difficulty  and  at  less  ex- 
pense than  any  Council  could  do  at  present. 
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Table  showing  the  number  of  Houses  in  the  CHESTERFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  supplied  with 
Water  by  public  services  or  from  private  reservoirs  ; also  the  numbers  provided  with  water  closets  and  baths. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

-ihe  principal  stream  is  the  llother  which  takes  its  rise  in 
Pilsley  and  leaves  the  district  at  Beighton.  It  received  sewage 
from  the  Pilslej'  district  for  some  months  owing  to  circum- 
stances arising  out  of  the  war,  but  the  sewage  disposal  works 
have  been  rejiaired  and  the  condition  is  now  satisfactory. 
Pollution  of  its  tributary,  the  Locko  brook,  from  York  place, 
and  other  parts  of  Nortli  Wingfield,  and  also  from  part  of 
Pilsley,  still  takes  place,  but  joint  sewage  disposal  w'orks  to 
prevent  this  are  proposed.  Chemical  refuse  from  the  Clay 
Cross  Co.’s  works  enters  it  at  Tupton  and  sewage  from  the 
Midland  Railway  cottages  at  Hasland.  The  stream  is  fairly 
clear  when  it  enters  Chesterfield. 

There  it  receives  the  Calow  brook,  polluted  by  chemical 
refuse  from  the  Grassmoor  and  coal-washings  from  the  Bond’s 
Main  colieries  ; and  ochre-water  (water  containing  limonite) 
from  Calow  Main  and,  through  tJie  Hipjjer,  the  old  Boythorpe 
collieries.  It  receives  chemical  refuse  from  several  works  in 
the  Borough  of  Chesterfield- 

On  the  boundary  of  Chesterfield  and  the  Rural  District, 
it  receives  the  sewage  of  Piccadilly  Cottages  and  Tapton  Ter- 
race, Tapton ; further  down,  the  effluent  from  the  Chesterfield 
sewage  disposal  works  and  the  effluent  and  crude  sewage  from 
the  Whittington  and  Newbold  works. 

The  sewage  of  Barrow  Hill,  mixed  with  ochre-water  that 
acts  as  a precipitant,  enters  at  Staveley  ; also  chemical  refuse 
from  the  Staveley  Company’s  Devonshire  Ironworks  and 
sewage  from  Hartington  Cottages.  It  receives  from  the  Doe 
Lea  brook  sdwage  from  Markham,  Seymour,  Woodthorpe, 
Poolsbrook,  Netherthorpe,  Lowgates  and  Mastin  Moor,  and 
coal-washings  from  the  Ireland  collierv.  Other  pollutdons  of 
the  Doe  Lea  exist  but  outside  the  district. 

The  sewage  of  Barber’s  Row,  in  the  Clown  Rural  District, 
and  Renishaw  enters  at  the  latter  place  ; that  from  Coal  Aston 
and  Ridgeway  comes  in  at  Eckington,  but  makes  no  apparent 
difference  in  the  appearance  of  the  stream. 

Chemical  refuse  enters  at  Killamarsh  from  the  Holbrook 
colliery.  The  County  Council  took  action  against  the  colliery 
company  who  will  be  required  to  provide  works  to  prevent 
pollution. 
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Sewage  purified  by  subsidence,  dilution  and  exposure  to 
air  until  it  has  no  longer  the  appearance  of  sewage  enters 
through  the  Drone  from  Barlow,  the  Dronfield  Urban  District, 
Dronfield  Woodhouse  and  Unstone. 

The  sewage  of  about  half  the  village  of  Ashover  is  known 
to  enter  the  Amber  through  caverns,  from  which  it  emerges  in 
a partly  purified  condition.  What  becomes  of  the  remainder 
is  not  known  to  the  officers  of  the  Council,  but  it  probably 
finds  its  way  to  the  stream  by  a circuitous  underground  course. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

New  work  was  postponed  during  the  war.  Further,  owing 
to  the  death  of  the  Engineer,  Mr.  Hudson,  and  the  absence 
on  war  service  of  his  assistant,  some  of  the  works  did  not 
receive  all  the  attention  they  required  and  deterioration  re- 
sulted, but  much  lost  ground  has  been  recovered  since  the 
present  Engineer,  Mr.  Taylor,  A.M.I.C.E.,  was  appointed.

— 17  Caretakers  are  engaged,  and  additional  labour  is  employed 
wlien  required  for  further  attention  and  cleansing 'of  these  in- 
stallations. All  filters  are  bacterial  except  where  sand  filters 
are  mentioned. 
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Other  Outfalls.

The  Green  ; total,  42. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  number  of  houses  provided  with  a water-closet  is 
2,054,  as  compared  with  1,711  in  1914,  and  is  equal  to  13  per 
cent,  of  the  whole.  There  are  4 slop-water  closets  in  Ashover, 
3 in  Brimington,  10  in  Hasland,  1 in  Staveley,  3 in  Tupton, 
total  21.  There  are  about  a hundred  pail-closets  in  the 
district.  The  number  of  houses  with  privy-midden  accommo- 
dation is  13,600,  but  there  are  not  so  many  privies  or  middens, 
for  sometimes  a privy  serves  more  than  one  house  and  fre- 
quently an  ashpit  is  joined  to  two  or  more  privies. 

The  conversion  of  privies  to  water-closets  has  been  hither- 
to at  the  cost  of  the  owners  of  property,  and  has  consequently 
been  very  slow.  The  greatest  sanitary  boon  the  Council  could 
confer  upon  the  district  would  be  to  increase  the  water  supply 
without  delay  and  to  carry  out  a wholesale  conversion,  jiaying 
half  the  cost.  A loan  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  and 
gradually  repaid  over  a term  of  years.  The  result  would  be  an 
instant  reduction  in  the  general  and  infant  mortality  rates  and 
an  improvement  in  the  health  and  efficiency  of  all-  Incident- 
ally the  cost  of  scavenging  would  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Scavenging. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  due  to  inefficient  scavenging  are 
received  constantly,  and  are,  unfortunately,  only  too  well- 
founded.  It  is  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health 
that  an  efficient  service  should  be  provided  even  at  what 
appears  to  be  a heavy  cost,  for  efficiency  is  true  economy. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  various  ways  in  the  different 
parishes ; — 
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(1)  By  direct  labour  employed  by  the  Parish  Council, 
acting  as  a Parochial  Committee,  in  the  Eckington  and 
Mosbro’  Wards  of  Eckington,  Hasland,  Killamarsh,  Shirland 
and  Higham,  Staveley,  Temple  Normanton  and  Unstone. 
This  is  the  most  satisfactory  method  employed  at  present. 

(2)  By  contract  in  Ashover,  Barlow,  Beighton,  Briming- 
ton.  Coal  Aston,  Dronfield  Woodhouse,  the  Renishaw  and 
Ridgeway  wards  and  part  of  the  Eckington  ward  of  Eckington, 
the  village  of  Holmewood  in  Heath  and  North  Wingfield ; 
Holmesfield,  Morton,  the  greater  part  of  North  Wingfield  and 
Pilsley.  One  of  the  evils  of  this  method  is  that  the  Council 
and  householders  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  contractor  to  a great 
extent. 

(3)  By  day  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  in  the  old  village  of  Heath,  Nortih  Wingfield  village, 
Sutton-cum-Duckmanton  and  Tupton.  This  takes  the  In- 
spector from  his  proper  duties. 

(4)  By  owners  and  occupiers  in  Brackenfield,  Calow, 
Stretton,  Tapton,  Wessington,  Wingerworth  and  Woodthorpe. 
This  means  in  most  cases  that  as  little  as  possible  is  done.  It 
is  more  than  time  that  another  method  was  adopted  in  the 
cases  of  at  least  Calow,  Stretton  and  Wessington.  Small 
amounts  were  expended  in  Stretton  and  Wessington,  but  not 
on  a regular  service. 

The  total  amount  expended  during  the  year  ended  March 
31st,  1920,  was  £10,994  Os.  lOd.  The  amounts  spent  in  the  par- 
ticular parishes,  omitting  shillings  and  pence,  were  : Ashover 
£l59,  Barlow  £l26,  Beighton  £552,  Brimington  £412,  Coal 
Aston  £73,  Dronfield  Woodhouse  £99,  Eckington  £l,873, 
Hasland  £566,  Heath  £280,  Holmesfield  £29,  Killamarsh  £781, 
Morton  £287,  North  Wingfield  £683,  Pilsley  £380,  Shirland  and 
Higham  £519,  Staveley  £3,277,  Stretton  £9,  Sutton-cum- 
Duckmanton  £224,  Temple  Normanton  £97,  Tupton  £235, 
Unstone  £320,  Wessington  £3.  Nothing  from  rates  was  spent 
in  Brackenfield,  Calow,  Tapton,  Wingerworth  and  Wood- 
thorpe. It  is  equal  to  an  average  rate  of  7.3d.  in  the  £ upon 
the  parishes  scavenged,  and  is  constantly  increasing. 

The  ultimate  result  is  a poor  one,  consisting  solely  of  the 
removal  of  refuse  from  a populous  place  to  another  less  thickly 
populated.  No  immediate  purification  is  obtained,  but  tlie 
refuse  decomposes  slowly  for  jears,  during  which  the  tip  is  a 
harbour  for  rats  and  a breeding  place  for  innumerable  flies, 
both  conveyors  of  disease, 
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Refuse  tips  become  more  and  more  difficult  to  find,  and 
when  obtained  are  too  near  dwellings  to  be  considered  satis- 
factory even  as  tips.  Financial  considerations  have  hitherto 
prevented  individual  parishes  from  destroying  their  refuse  by 
fire,  but  there  is  no  sufficient  reason  why  co-operation  should 
not  provide  a motor  service  for  removal  and  destructors  for 
purification.  The  Committee  appointed  in  1903  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  providing  a destructor  for  Staveley  reported 
unanimously  in  favour  of  such  provision,  but  the  report  was 
not  acted  upon. 

The  question  of  joroviding  destructors  should  be  carefully 
considered.  If  it  should  be  found  that  the  whole  of  the 
district  cannot  be  served  by  them,  a start  might  be  made  with 
some  of  the  northern  parishes ; a scheme  for  the  parishes  of 
Beighton,  Brimington,  Eckingtun,  Killamarsh  and  Staveley 
should  be  found  practicable,  for  much  could  be  done  with 
£6,895,  which  was  the  sum  spent  by  the  five  parishes  in  the 
last  year.  Contracts  could  be  made  for  outlying  parts  that 
could  not  well  be  dealt  with  under  the  main  scheme. 

The  necessary  funds  could  be  borrowed  and  repayment 
distributed  over  a number  of  years.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
allows  15  years  for  the  repayment  of  loans  for  destructor,  30 
years  for  the  cost  of  destructor  buildings,  7 for  steam  wagon, 
if  new,  and  60  years  for  land. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT, 

This  is  dealt  with  further  on  in  the  housing  report. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY 
BYE-LAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  256  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  register. 
They  were  inspected  at  intervals  and  found  satisfactory  in  all 
but  17  cases,  in  which  notices  were  served— 2 to  cleanse  and 
15  to  whitewash- 

There  is  one  common  lodging-house  in  Eckington,  which  is 
conducted  satisfactorily.  There  are  no  tenement  houses,  nor 
houses  with  underground  sleeping  rooms.  The  only  offensive 
trade  carried  on  is  that  of  knacker.  There  are  three  carrjdng 
on  business  in  Ashover,  Eckington  and  Shirland  respectively. 

Schools. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority. 
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There  are  61  schools.  The  majority  of  the  buildings  are 
modern  and  of  a high  standard,  to  which  the  remainder  are 
being  raised  gradually. 

There  was  no  special  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in 
connection  with  them,  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  a 
number  during  the  prevalence  of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year. 


FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  496  persons  registered  for  the  sale  of  milk.  The 
cowsheds  were  inspected  regularly  and  usually  found  clean. 
The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  by  the  County 
Council  inspectors  was  97,  of  which  8 were  found  to  be  adul- 
terated. The  County  Analyst  has  not  given  the  nature  of  all 
the  samples,  but  has  reported  that  prosecutions  were  under- 
taken in  four  cases  of  adulteration  of  milk,  and  that  a con- 
viction was  obtained  in  all  of  them.  The  fines  were  two  of  £5, 
and  two  of  £l0,  including  costs. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918. — Apart  from  those 
dealt  with  at  infant  welfare  centres,  only  one  application  for 
milk  was  received.  This  was  acceded  to. 

Other  Foods. 

There  are  65  slaughter-houses  on  the  register,  but  few  are 
in  use,  owing  to  the  meat  regulations-  Many  of  them  are  unfit 
for  their  purpose,  and  it  is  therefore  a question  for  considera- 
tion whether  it  would  be  feasible  or  not  to  establish  a public 
abattoir. 

More  than  seven  tons  of  meat  was  condemned  by  the 
officers,  a large  proportion  of  which  was  of  home  production. 
When  comparison  is  made  between  the  amounts  of  meat 
condemned  before  the  war  and  since  the  supply  was  con- 
trolled, the  interesting  question  arises : "What  became  of 
all  this  unsound  meat  in  the  past?”  Much  dangerous  stuff, 
must  have  been  sold  to  unsuspecting  customers.  This 
emphasises  the  need  for  a public  abattoir. 

The  only  way  in  which  an  inspector  can  inspect  meat  at 
the  time  of  slaughter  is  by  attending  at  the  slaughter-houses. 
It  is  impossible  to  do  this  in  a large  district  in  normal  times, 
for  most  butchers  slaughter  at  about  the  same  time.

Particulars  of  the  nature  of  the  condemned  food  are  given 
in  the  Inspectors’  reports. 

Premises  used  for  the  preparation  of  food  were  inspected 
regularly. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  prevalence  of  the  disease  which  were  notifiable  in 
previous  years  was  much  below  the  average.  The  diseases 
compulsorily  notifiable  now  include  cerebro-spinal  fever, 
poliomyelitis,  pneumonia,  malaria,  dysentery  and  trench  fever  ; 
also  whooping  cough,  which  last  was  added  by  the  Council. 
Measles  ceased  to  be  notifiable  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  distribution  of  the  various  diseases  and  the  number 
of  patients  removed  to  the  isolation  hospitals  are  shown  in 
Tables  VIII.  and  IX. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  was  84  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  132  in  the  previous  five  years;  the  case  mortality  was  7.1 
per  cent. 

Twelve  of  the  18  cases  in  Eckington  were  at  Mount  St. 
Mary’s  College,  where  an  outbreak  was  brought  to  a close 
through  measures  advised  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health ; 
these  were  the  prompt  administration  of  anti-diphtheritic 
serum  and  the  isolation  of  possible  carriers  until  negative 
results  were  obtained  from  swabbings  taken  from  their 
throats. 

Anti-diphteritic  serum  has  been  supplied  free  of  charge 
for  use  within  the  district  to  registered  medical  practitioners 
since  1903. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

This  disease  has  been  less  prevalent  of  recent  years. 
There  were  38  cases  in  the  five  years  ended  1919  as  compared 
with  333  in  the  five  years  ended  1899,  when  the  population  was 
r, mailer.  One  of  the  eight  cases  of  the  year  was  paratyphoid 
fever.  At  least  two  were  contracted  outside  the  district.  The 
case  mortality  was  12.5  per  cent. 
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Scarlet  Fever, 

The  number  of  cases  was  129  as  compared  with  106  in 
1918,  and  the  quinquennial  average  The  case  mortality 

was  0.8  per  cent.  Ten  of  the  14  cases  at  Eckington  were  at 
Mount  St.  Mary’s  College. 

Measles. 

This  disease  being  removed  from  the  list  of  compulsorily 
notifiable  diseases,  the  Council  resolved  to  take  no  action  to 
have  it  restored,  but  to  follow  up  the  cases  voluntarily  notified 
by  school  teachers,  school  attendance  officers,  medical  practi- 
tioners, and  others. 

The  Health  Visitors  supplied  by  the  Derbyshire  County 
Nursing  Association  did  very  good  work  by  nursing  patients 
and  advising  those  in  charge  of  them. 

Eucephalitis  Lethargica. 

Two  cases  were  reported.  That  in  Eckington  was  un- 
doubtedly a case  and  ended  in  complete  recovery. 

Malaria. 

The  disease  was  said  to  have  been  contracted  in  Egypt 
in  2 cases,  Mesopotamia  2,  Salonika  4,  and  1 in  each  of  Algiers, 
Damascus,  France,  India,  Jerusalem,  and  the  Malay  States. 
All  were  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli  to  ensure 
appropriate  treatment  being  provided. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

The  North  Wingfield  case  was  reported  after  death.  The 
Staveley  patient  made  a complete  recovery. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

The  one  patient  of  the  year  died  in  Morton  Hospital  where 
he  was  taken  from  Pilsley. 

Removals  to  Hospitals. 

Forty-four  per  cent,  of  the  diphtheria,  75  per  cent,  of  the 
enteric  fever,  and  63  of  the  scarlet  fever  patients  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  isolation  hospitals  ; also  the  cerebro-spinal  fever 
patient  mentioned,  and  one  patient  admitted  for  enteric  fever 
who  was  found  not  to  have  the  disease. 

Particulars  of  the  hospitals  are  given  under  the  heading 
“Sanitary  Administxation.” 
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Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  administers  the  measures  relating  to 
this  disease. 

Patients  are  visited  at  their  homes  and  induced  whenever 
possible  to  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Brimington 
iload,  Chesterfield.  Patients  in  the  early  stages  are  selected 
for  treatment  in  the  Derbyshire  Sanatorium  at  Walton,  and 
more  advanced  cases  who  have  no  facilities  for  isolation  in 
their  homes  are  admitted  to  the  Penmore  Hospital  Sana- 
torium. Open-air  shelters  are  supiolied  in  suitable  cases. 

One  hundred  cases  of  pulmonary  phthisis  were  notified  and 
32  of  other  forms,  of  tuberculosis  ; 50  deaths  occurred  from  the 
pulmonary  and  22  from  the  other  forms  of  the  disease. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  and  deaths  from  pulmonary 
phthisis  averaged  102  and  44  in  the  previous  five  years,  and  of 
other  forms,  62  and  21. 

Smallpox. 

Doubtful  cases  in  Eckington  and  Staveley  were  found  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  cases  of  severe  chicken- 
pox. 

Vaccination. 

The  following  are  the  figures  for  the  Chesterfield  Union, 
kindly  supplied  by  the  Vaccination  Officer:  —

Regulations,  1917. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Uounty  Council  is  the  supervising  authority  under  the 
Midwives’  Acts,  1902  and  1918. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  in  force  on  June  1st, 
1913,  when  arrangements  were  made  with  the  County  Council 
for  the  joint  performance  of  the  work  under  it.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  transferred  the  powers  of  tke  Rural  District  Council 
to  the  County  Council  from  Sept.  1st,  1919,  and  directed  that 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  supervise  the  work  in  the 
district. 

The  Health  Visitors  employed  are  ten  in  number ; their 
duties  are  to  manage  one  or  more  infant  welfare  centres  and 
to  visit  at  their  homes  infants  not  brought  to  the  centre  ; to 
advise  expectant  mothers  at  the  centre  or  at  home  ; to  visit 
tuberculous  patients  ; and  to  perform  various  duties  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  elementary  schools. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  were  opened  at  Beighton  and 
Killamarsh  during  the  year  and  arrangements  made  for  open- 
ing another  at  Brimington.  Excluding  these,  the  following 
table  gives  a summary  of  the  work  done  at  them.

The  births  notified  were  1895—1832  of  live  and  63  of  still 
births ; 1297  were  from  widwives  and  the  remainder  from 
parents  and  medical  practitioners.  The  health  visitors  visited 
1783  of  the  children,  the  remainder  having  died  before  visita- 
tion was  possible.  Sixty-seven  died  less  than  a week  after 
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birth,  while  the  total  neu-natal  mortality,  or  deaths  within  a 
month,  was  87.  There  were  paid  8929  subsequent  visits  which 
brought  the  average  number  of  visits  to  each  infant  to  5.3  as 
compared  with  4.6  in  1918.  This  home  visitation  is  valuable, 
conducing  to  cleanliness  in  homes  as  well  as  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children. 

The  number  of  ciises  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  was  11, 
and  all  ended  in  complete  recovery  without  even  partial  blind- 
ness. This  is  highly  creditable  to  the  health  visitors  who 
attended  them. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 
The  Staff. 

A list  of  the  Sanitary  Officers,  other  than  the  Health 
Visitors,  is  given  on  page  3. 

Mr.  Waterfall’s,  or  the  Southern  district,  has  an  acreage 
of  34,435,  and  had  a population  of  28,094  at  the  census  of  1911  ; 
Mr.  Hutchinson’s,  or  tJae  Staveley  district,  has  21,092  acres 
and  22,072  inhabitants ; Mr.  Northway’s,  or  the  Eckington 
district,  an  acreage  of  13,459  and  a poi^ulation  of  22,111. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Sanitary  Engineer,  Resident 
Water  Engineer’,  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  whole-time 
officers,  except  that  tire  last  also  acts  as  Medical  Adviser  to 
the  Noii^h  Derbyshire  Hospital  Committee. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  district  is  served  by  five  hospitals — four  taking  diph- 
theria, enteric  fever  and  scarlet  fever  patients,  and  tJie  other 
smallpox  patients. 

The  hospitals  are  the  property  of  the  North  Derbyshire 
Hospital  Committee,  which  consists  of  representatives  of  the 
Bolsover,  Clay  Cross  and  Dronfield  Urban  District  Councils, 
and  the  Blackwell,  Chesterfield,  Clown  and  Norton  Rural  Dis- 
trict Councils. 

The  accommodation  at  Dronfield,  Langwith,  Mastin  Moor 
and  Morton  hospitals  is  sufficient  at  the  rate  of  2000  cubic  feet 
per  patient  for  16  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever  patients,  and  64 
scarlet  fever  patients,  total  80,  but  there  are  115  beds.  The 
contemplated  extensions  .sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  1915  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  the  cost  of 
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building  falls,  but,  in  cheaper  material  than  bricks  and  mortar. 
The  existing  accommiodation  is  altogether  insufficient  for  a 
time  of  epidemic. 

The  smallpox  hospital  has  cubical  space  for  about  30 
patients,  but  the  number  of  beds  is  50.  It  is  administered  by 
a Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  members  of  the  North  Derby- 
shire and  Chesterfield  Joint  Hospital  Committees. 

The  charge  to  the  constituent  authorities  for  use  of  the 
hospitals  has  been  raised  since  1914  from  Is.  3d.  per  patient 
per  diem  to  2s. 

There  is  an  agreement  between  the  hospital  authorities 
mentioned  under  which  either  can  send  patients  from  its  dis- 
trict to  the  hosiDitals  of  the  other  provided  that  at  least  six 
beds  are  left  for  the  patients  of  the  district  to  which  the 
hospital  belongs. 

Table  IX.  shows  the  number  of  patients  removed  to  each 
hospital  and  the  diseases  from  which  they  suffered. 

Adoptive  Acts  in  Force  in  the  District.

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. 

These  are  done  at  the  County  Council  laboratories,  Derby. 

The  County  Analyst  approved  one  sample  from  Ashover 
and  three  from  Mount  St.  Mary’s  College,  Eckington,  and  con- 
demned two  from  a well  at  Gladwin’s  Mark,  Ashover. 

The  County  Bacteriologist  examined  132  swabs  for  diph- 
theria and  found  28  to  show  the  germs  of  infection.  These  in- 
cluded 95,  of  which  19  were  positive,  taken  at  Mount  St. 
Mary’s  College,  Eckington,  in  connection  with  the  outbreak 
mentioned  under  “ Diphtheria.”  There  were  88  examinations 
of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli,  20  of  which  were  positive  ; 16 
of  excreta  for  the  enteric  fever  germ,  4 of  which  were  positive  ; 
and  7 for  evidence  of  other  diseases  ; total  243. 
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CHESTERFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT, 
HOUSING  REPORT  FOR  1919. 

(I.)  General  Housing  Conditions:  — 

(1.)  The  total  number  of  houses  occupied  at  the  census  of 
1911  was  14,918,  of  unoccupied  houses  612,  and  of  houses  in 
course  of  erection  71  ; total  15,601. 

A survey  made  by  the  Assistant  Overseers  at  the  middle 
of  the  j'^ear  showed  15,807  occui)ied  and  40  unoccupied.  Some 
of  the  latter  were  too  large  Ito  let  readily,  but  the  majority 
were  under  or  past  repair.  One  house  in  liasland  and  another 
at  Shirland  were  built.  One  in  Dronfield  Woodhouse,  1 in 
Kckington,  14  in  Staveley,  and  1 in  Sutton-cum-Duckmanton  ; 
total  17,  commenced. 

(2.)  Population. — The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was 
72,277.  The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  population  for 
the  purpose  of  the  birth  and  marriage  rates  as  74,375  at  the 
middle  of  the  year.  An  estimate  based  upon  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  would  give  75,932  as  the  population,  but 
would  probably  be  an  under-estimate,  for  it  does  not  allow  for 
the  overcrowding  known  to  be  general  throughout  the  district. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a large  increase  of  population  will 
occur  in  Brimington  and  Stavelej'  when  a new  colliery  is 
opened  in  Staveley  as  is  expected. 

(3.)  Houses. — (a)  There  is  a great  shortage.  (b)  The 
shortage  will  be  met  by  the  building  as  soon  as  pt)ssible  of 
1,649  houses  distributed  as  follows: — In  Barlow  12,  Beighton 
(School-lane  40,  Robin-lane  40,  Hackenthorpe  20)  100,  Coal 
Aston  20,  Dronfield  Woodhouse  12,  Eckington  (Main  village 
30,  Halfway  25,  Mosbro’  20,  Renishaw  20,  Ridgeway  20)  115, 
Hasland  100,  Heath  360,  Killamarsh  50,  Morton  30,  North 
Wingfield  100,  Pilsley  60,  Staveley  570.  Temple  Norinanton  40, 
Tupton  40,  Wessington  40.  These  figures  include  50  in 
Beighton,  65  in  Hasland,  210  in  Heath,  18  in  Morton,  .30  in 
Pilsley,  270  in  Staveley.  40  in  Temple  Norinanton,  20  in  Wes- 
sington, total  703,  added  at  the.  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  the  946  jiroposed  by  the  Council.  Thirty  per  cent, 
will  have  a living-room  and  three  bedrooms  ; 65  per  cent,  a 
living-room,  parlour  and  three  bedrooms  : 5 per  cent,  will  have 
a living-room,  parlour  and  four  bedrooms.  .Ml  will  have  baths 
and  water-closets.  Eight  will  be  built  to  the  acre. 
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(II.)  Overcrowding. 

A house  is  considered  as  overcrowded  when  it  contains 
more  than  two  persons  to  each  room,  which  cannot  be  said 
to  be  too  high  a standard. 


(1.)  The  percentage  of  overcrowding  at  the  census  of  1911 
was  3-45  in  the  District  as  a whole.  The  percentages  in  the 
parishes  were; — Ashover  2.19,  Barlow  2.06,  Beighton  1.24, 
Brackenfield  5.40,  Brimington  1.93,  Calow  4.21,  Coal  Aston 
1.29,  Dronfield  Woodhouse  1.03,  Eckington  4.27,  Hasland  4.06, 
Heath  4.00,  Holmesfield  1.86,  Killamarsh  4.41,  Morton  3.00, 
North  Wingfield  2.66,  Pilsley  1-95,  Shirland  and  Higham  3.81, 
Staveley  4.49,  Stretton  3.03,  Sutton-cum-Duckmanton  1.06, 
Tapton  3.20,  Temple  Normanton  4.16,  Tupton  3.13,  Unstone 
6.60,  Wessington  3.37,  Wingerworth  2.46.  Woodthorpe  was  the 
only  23arish  above  the  modest  standard. 


(2.)  Causes. — The  return  home  of  many  soldiers  and  their 
mai’riage  ; the  influx  of  workers  owing  to  the  prosperous  con- 
dition of  the  coal  and  iron  trades ; the  shortage  of  houses  due 
to  the  partial  cessation  of  building  since  1909  consequent  on 
legislation ; the  almost  complete  cessation  of  building  during 
and  since  the  war. 


(3.)  Measures  taken  or  contemplated. — No  special  measure 
was  taken,  but  it  is  intended  to  build  houses  as  already  stated. 


(4.)  Overcrowding. — Three  bad  cases  were  the  subjects  of 
notices  from  the  inspectors  of  nuisances.  The  condition  being 
almost  general,  many  notices  would  have  been  served  if  there 
had  been  any  prospect  of  good  resulting  therefrom,  but  it  was 
regarded  by  the  Council  and  their  officers  as  worse  than 
useless  to  issue  notices  which  their  recipients  would  be  unable 
to  obey  owing  to  the  impossibilty  of  finding  proper  accommo- 
dation. 


(III.)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

(1.)  (a)  The  majority  of  the  houses  have  four  or  five 
rooms.  The  census  figures  of  1911  were  : —

There  are  138  back  to-back  houses: — In  Eckington  35 
(Emmet  Carr  4,  Gosber-street  11,  High-street  2,  Marsh 
Quarry  8,  West-street  6,  West  Villas,  Mosbro’  4) ; Staveley  28 
(Canal-row  18,  Lees  Buildings  10)  ; Unstone  75  (Buckingham- 
terrace  4,  Manor-terrace  34,  Molloy-terrace  37).  These  are 
equal  to  0.92  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

The  general  standard  of  the  houses  is  good,  but  there  are 
many  old  houses,  while  the  amenity  of  many  of  the  new  is 
marred  by  their  being  built  in  long  rows  with  a common  yard, 
so  that  privacy  is  impossible. 

(1.)  (b.)  Mr.  Eyles,  Local  Government  Board  Inspector, 
visited  the  district  in  1913.  The  Local  Government  Board 
wrote  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  as  follows:  — 

“ ■ The  Board  gather  from  their  Inspector’s 

“ report  that  the  general  housing  conditions  in  some 
“ parishes  in  the  district  leave  much  to  be  desired.  They 
“ understand  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  over- 
“ crowding  in  the  district,  that  there  are  numerous  in- 
“ sanitary  houses  and  that  the  following  defects  are  pre- 
“ valent:  dampness,  lack  of  sufficient  ventilation  and 
“ lighting,  insanitary  condition  of  closets,  lack  of  conveni- 
“ ence  for  food  storage,  absence  of  proper  paved  surfaces, 
“ and  general  dilapidation. 

“The  Board  understand  that  the  Council’s  officers  are 
“ aware  of  the  many  unsatisfactory  dwellings  referred  Hi, 
“ and  the  Board  request  that  the  Council  will  proceed 
“ without  delay  to  deal  with  them,  making  use  wherever 
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“ necessary  of  their  statutory  powers  under  the  appropri- 
" ate  provisions  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act, 
" 1909,  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

“ At  the  same  time  the  Board  think  that  arrange- 
"rnents  should  be  made  for  exi^editing  the  inspection  of 
"the  district  under  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909  and  the 
“ Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910.  In 
"addition  to  the  particulars  to  be  recorded  by  the  Regu- 
" lations  referred  to,  particulars  should  be  obtained  of  the 
" number  and  size  of  the  families  occuping  each  house 
" inspected  and  the  number  of  lodgers  (if  any)  in  the 
"house.  If  the  existing  staff  of  Inspectors  is  insufficient 
" for  this  purpose,  the  Council  should  consider  the  desir- 
" ability  of  re-organising  their  staff.” 

" The  Board  understand  that  the  condition  as  regards 
" overcrowding  and  insanitary  dwellings  are  especially  un- 
" satisfactory  in  the  parishes  of  Staveley,  Shirland  and 
" Higham,  and  Wessington.  It  appears  to  the  Board  that 
" further  working-class  accommodation  is  urgently  needed 
" in  the  parish  of  Staveley,  and  they  think  that  the 
" Council  should  at  once  prepare  a scheme  for  the  erection 
" of  houses  under  Part  3 of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
" Classes  Act,  1890,  in  this  Parish.  The  Board  also  think 
"that  a scheme  should  be  prepared  for  erecting  a few 
"houses  in  the  Parish  of  Wessington ” 

The  situation  is  worse  than  in  1913  owing  to  causes  arising 
out  of  the  war. 

(2.)  Action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses. — (a)  There  were 
served  2,617  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

The  following  nuisances  were  dealt  with  by  formal  or  in- 
formal notices; — ^Defective  roofs  304,  defective  spouts  291,  de- 
fective drains  154,  choked  drains  199,  dilapidated  privies  and 
ashpits  176,  defective  water-closets  26,  privies  converted  to 
water-closets  76,  defective  yard-paving  36,  defective  waste- 
pipes  11,  water  supply  laid  on  6,  overcrowding  1,  filthy  houses 
7,  water  in  cellars  12,  offensive  accumulations  1,110,  other 
nuisances  221,  total  2,630. 

(3.)  The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  the  scarcity  of  labour, 
but  an  allegation  of  this  has  sometimes  been  merely  an  excuse. 
More  expedition  in  the  remedying  of  defective  conditions 
would  be  used  if  the  Council  would  institute  legal  proceedings 
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in  all  cases  in  which  owners  delay  unduly  in  performing  the 
work  ordered  by  the  Council. 

(4.)  The  supply  of  water  is  insufficient  for  an  extensive 
conversion  of  privies  to  water-closets  which  is  the  crying  sani- 
tary need  of  the  district.  The  condition  as  to  scavenging  is 
bad  and  a constant  source  of  comialaint 

(IV.)  Unhealthy  Areas. 

Part  I.  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1890  does  not  apply  to  rural 
districts.  No  action  was  taken  under  Part  II. 

(V.)  Bye-laws. 

(1)  and  (2.)  The  existing  bye-laws  relating  to  houses,  to 
houses  let  in  lodgings  and  to  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.,  are  suffi- 
cient, but  it  is  advisable  that  those  relating  to  houses  should 
be  revised  in  view  of  the  recent  relaxation  of  the  model  bye- 
laws by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

(VI.)  General  and  Miscellaneous. 

No  special  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  connection 
with  overcrowding,  insanitary  property,  or  housing  under  the 
Housing  or  Public  Health  Acts. 

(VII.)  Appendices,  Statistics  for  the  12  months  ended  31st 
December,  1919. 

(1.)  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  respect  of  which 
complaint  was  made  that  they  were  unfit  for  human  habitation 
were  : (a)  2 by  householders ; (b)  by  Pai'ish  Councils  0.  The 
two  cases,  one  in  Brirningd^on  and  the  other  in  Calow,  were 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875,  and  the  in- 
sanitary conditions  abated. 

(2.)  Action  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1909. 

(a)  Number  of  houses  inspected  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Section.  In  Barlow  4,  Bcighton  1,  Brimington  1,  Calow  3, 
Dronfield  Woodhouse  5,  Eckington  9,  Hasland  1,  North  Wing- 
field 21,  Pilsley  3,  Unstone  1,  total  49.  (b)  Houses  considered 

to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  12.  (c)  Number  repaired 

without  the  making  of  closing  orders,  44. 

(3.)  Action  under  Section  28  of  the  Housing  Act,  1919-

(4.)  Representation  was  made  to  the  Council  respecting 
12  houses,  for  which  closing  orders  were  made.  Seven  of  these 
have  been  or  are  being  made  fit  for  human  habitation. 

(5)  and  (6).  No  demolition  orders  were  made. 

(7.)  No  obstructive  buildings  were  dealt  with. 

(8.)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  upon  houses 
brought  to  his  notice  by  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chesterfield 
Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
of  work  done  in  the  Southern  District  during  the  year  1919. 

The  District  comprises  the  Parishes  of  Ashover,  Bracken- 
field,  Calow,  Hasland,  Heath,  Morton,  North  Wingfield, 
Pilsley,  Shirland  and  Higham,  Stretton,  Sutton-cum-Duck- 
manton,  Tupton,  Temple  Normanton,  Wessington,  Winger- 
worth  and  Woodthorpe,  and  has  a total  area  of  34,435  acres 
and  a population  of  28,910. 

There  is  still  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  structural 
improvements  carried  out,  owing  partly  to  the  shortage  c'f 
labour  and  material ; which  should  be  remedied  as  these  essen- 
tial factors  become  more  plentiful. 

I regret,  however,  to  state  that  some  owners  of  property 
and  agents  do  not  comply  with  the  notices  served  upon  them 
to  abate  nuisances  as  promptly  as  desirable-  Very  >ften  it  is 
necessary  to  call  their  attention  to  these  nuisances  several 
times  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  stated  on  the  notice.

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Cowsheds. 

There  are  229  persons  registered  as  Cowkeepers  and  Pur- 
veyors of  Milk  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Orders,  all  of  whose  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  give  verbal  notice  in  several  in- 
stances to  cleanse  and  limewash  the  premises. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  88  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  register, 
all  of  which  have  been  inspected  and  usually  found  clean. 

Notice  to  cleanse  and  limewash  has  been  given  in  nine 
cases. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  serve  Notice  regarding  four  in- 
sanitary conveniences.  These  have  been  abolished  and  four 
wash-down  pedestal  water  closets  and  a urinal  provided  in 
lieu  thereof. 

Two  defective  water  closets  have  been  remedied  and  also 
two  defective  privies. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  24  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district  as  follows  : — 
Ashover  3,  Calow  3,  Hasland  3,  Pleath  1,  North  Wingfield  5, 
Pilsley  3,  Shirland  and  Higham  4,  Wessington  1,  Wingerworth 

1. 


Two  of  the  above — 1 Ashover  and  1 Shirland  and  Higham 
— are  licensed  for  slaughtering  animals  not  for  sale  for  human 
food. 

All  have  been  inspected  regularly. 

Food  Inspection. 

A considerable  portion  of  my  time  has  been  devoted  to 
this  very  important  work,  especially  with  regard  to  butcher’s 
meat,  which,  as  stated  in  my  previous  reports,  of  all  food 
inspection  I consider  this  the  most  important  and  exacting. 
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All  diseased  or  unsound  food  found  in  the  course  of  my 
inspections,  has  been  surrendered,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been 
found  necessai'y  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

The  quantities  of  food  actually  surrendered  and  disposed 
of  ih  such  a manner  as  to  prevent  their  being  used  for  human 
consumption  is  as  follows:  —

There  are  121  persons  registered  as  Cowkeepers  and  Pur- 
veyors of  Milk  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Order,  all  of  whose  premises  have  been  visited  during  the 
year.  A few  notices  have  been  served  on  some  of  the  occu- 
piers to  cleanse  and  limewash  the  premises. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  99  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  register.
